Three Burglars Jailed Six Hours Af- 
ter Committing Crime. 

Macon, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)—The 
efficiency of the Macon detective force 
is shown by the arrest of three negroes 
for the burglary of C. M. ‘Balkcome’s 
hardware store within a few hours after 
the burglary was detected. 

John Connigam, Forester Mabry and 
Harriet Connigan, all negroes, were be- 
hind prison bars and the stolen property 
was returned to its rightful owner with- 
in six hours of the burglary, 

Early Sunday morning Detectives Amer- 
son and Jenkins were notified of the rob- 
bery. After a few hours’ search eleven 
pistols and a dozen razors were found 
at the home of Harriet Connigan, the 
mother of one of the burglars. 

Her son and confederate were arrested 
shortly afterwards, charged with the burg- 
lary and the old negress for receiving 
stolen goods. 

This morning in the police court Con- 
nigan and Mabry acknowledged the theft 
and the old woman said that she accepted 
the goods. All were bound over to the

Minder, since Attorney John R. Cooper 
secured a commutation of his déath sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, has been do-

Minder had just stretched himself: upen 
his old couch, in his old cell, when a 
Constitution representative pushed his 
nose through the grating. Minder arose 
slowly and languidly from his bunk and 
came to the cell door. 

“Yes, [ am going to the state farm at 
Milledgeville,”” he said. “I think I will 
like it better up there hoeing potatoes 
and plowing corn than I like making 
brick on the banks of the Chattahoo- 
chee. Why, do you know. I even liked 
making coats and trousers more than I 
like making brick. How is Colonel John 
R. Cooper, anyhow?" 

Convict Minder was informed that Colo- 
nel Cooper was in the best of health 
and is happy and as jolly as ever. 

“About wanting to hang?” he _ re- 
marked. “Why. of course I meant it 
when I asked*Colonel Cooper to get the 
governor to let me take Millard Lee's 
place. Yes, it is true I was under the 
death sentence once and fought hard 
against it. I didn’t want to die then. 
But up to that time I had. never been 
in the Georgia penitentiary. If I had 
those days to go over I would save Colo- 
nel Cooper lots of hard work and take 
the rope.. Right now I would gladly 
change places with Millard Lee. If the 
governor doesn't believe it, jus® let him 
give me the chance to prove that 1 am 
not lying.” 

Ward Moore will leave the city to- 
morrow morning for the state farm 
prison, carrying Minder with him. The 
meeting at the jail tonight between Mind- 
er and his old jailer, Stephan, was rather 
pathetic.

Insurance Company in Court. 

Macon, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)—

Gallant Young Alabama Officer a 


Victim of Smallpox. 

Washington, January 26.—(Special.)-— 
News of the death of a well known young 
Alabama army officer reached the war de- 
partment this afterfioon. He is first Lieu- 
tenant William K. Armstrong, Twenty- 
eighth infantry, died of smalipox 
Sunday afternoon, Armstrong is a native 
of Tuskegee. 

He entered the as second lieu- 
tenant, Second Alabama infantry, in the 
war with Spain, and after being honorably 
mustered out with his regiment, was later 
given a commission in the regular es- 
tablishment, being appointed second lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the Twenty-third 
infantry. He got his promotion in March, 
1901, and in September of last year was 
transferred to the Ttwenty-eighth. 

He sailed from San Francisco for Ma- 
nila to join his regiment on the Ist of 
last December. Officials here and in Ma- 
nila have been considerably alarmed at 
the extent of smallpox among the 
diers in some parts of the islands, but 
Lieutenant Armstrong is the first officer 
to lose his life from the diesase.

Richardson told him 
there was none, and furthermore added 
that Miss Pressley laughed when the 
note was handed her. 

Nothing more was thought of the inci- 
dent until today. Rogers appeared at 
Richardson's house and called him ont. 
Just as Richardson stepped from his door 
togers fired at him. The bal! entered 
the negros heart and death resulted al- 
most instantly. 

Rogers left the dead negro and pro- 
ceeded to the house of Jackson Helms, 
the stepfather of Miss Pressley. Arriving 
at the house he rang the bell and Miss 
Pressiev came to the door. 

Without saying a word he pulled his 
gun and shot the young woman dead. 

Rogers has twice been an inmate of the 
state asylum at Morganton. He is only 
% ycars old and his people are quite 
prominent in this section of the state.

Referring to the toast, “Robert E. 
Lee,’ Charles Francis Adams said: 

Mr Commander, Officers and Members of the 

Confederate Veteran Camp of New 
New Englander—by birth, descent, tradition, 
name and environment closely associated with 
Massachusctts—I was a union soldier from 
186! to 1865. and the one boast 1 make in 
‘ife was and is, and will ever be, that I also 
bore arms and confronted the confederacy and 
helped to destroy it. 
At thie banquet, given in honor of the mem- 
cry of Robert E. Lee, I am asked to respend 
to a sentiment in his honor, and, without res- 
ervation, i do so; for, as a Messachusetts 
man, I see in him exemplified those lcfty ele- 
ments of personal character, which, typifying 
Virginia. made Washington possible. Ihe pos- 
sesion of such qualities by an oppouncnt cannot 
but caure a thrill of satisfaction from the 
sense that we also, as foes no less than as 
countrymen, were worthy of him, and of those 
whom he typified. 

Essentially a soldier, as a aoldier Robert E. 
Lee was a many-sided man. I might speak of 
Kim as a strategist: but, of this aspect of 
the man. enough has perhaps been said. l 
might refer to the respect, the confidence and 
love with which he inspired those under his 
conimand. I might dilate on his restraint in 
wictorv; his resource and patient endurance 
in the face of adverse fortune: the serene 
dignity with which he, in the end, triumphed 
But, passing over all these well- 
worn themes, _I shall confine myself to that 
one attribute of his which, recognized in a 
soldier by an opponent, I cannot but regard 

his surest and loftiest title to enduring 

I refer to his humanity in arms, and 

scrupulous regard for the most advanced 
rules of civilized warfare. 

On this point two views I am well aware 
bave been taken from the beginning, and 
etill are advanced.

By 
so doing, it is forred to a epeedy end. On this 
issue, I stand with Lee. Moreover, looking 
back over the awful past—replete with man’s 
inhumanity—I insist that the verdict of his- 
tory is distinct. 


As an American—as an ex-soldier of the 


union—as one who did his best in honest, even 


fight. to destroy that fragment of the army of 
the confederacy to which he found himself op- 
pored—I rejoice that no such hatred attaches 
to the name of Lee. Reckless of life ot at- 
tain the legitimate ends of war, he sought to 
mitigate its horrors. Opposed to him at Get- 
tysburg, I here, forty years later, do him 
justice. No more creditable order ever is- 
sued from*‘a commanding general than that 
formulated and eigned by Robert E. Lee as, at 
the close of June, 1863, he advanced on a 
war of Invasion. ‘“‘No greater disgrace,’’ he 
then -declared, ‘‘can befall the army, and 
through it our whole people, that the perpetra- 
tion of barbarous outrages upon the innocent 
and defenseless. Such proceedings not only 
Cisgrace the perpetrators and all connected 
with them, but are subversive of the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the army, and de- 
structive of the ends of our movement. It 
must he remembered that we make war only 
on armed men.’”’ Ife did not exhort his fol- 
lowers to kill and burn, and burn and kill. 
and again kill and burn; to make war hell. 
He did not proclaim that he wanted no pris- 
oners: He did not enjoin it upon his soldiers 
as a duty to cause the people of Pennsylvania 
to remember they had been there. I thank 
heaven he did not. He at least, though a 
confederate in arms.

JelersSual AsArva5, ifleii vy dbevaal Last it never 
lived, in this or in any land, a nobier- gen- 
tleman and a knightlier Jefferson 
loeavis, Who, whatever may be thought of his 
opinions and actions, said always what he 
meant and meant always what he egaid—Jef- 
ferson Davis declared that next after the 
Surrender of Appomattox, the murder of Abra- 
ham Lincoln made the darkest day in ithe 
calendar for the south and the people of the 
south, Why? Because Mr. Davis had come 
to a knowledge of the magnanimity of Mr. 
Lincoln’s heart and the generusity of his in- 
tertiors. 

If Lincoln had lived there would have been 
no era of reconstruction, with its repressive 
agencies and oppressive legislation. If Lain- 
coln had lived there would have been want- 
ing to the extremism of the time the cue of his 
taking off to spur the steeds of vengeance. 
For Lincoln entertained, with respect to the 
rehabilMation of the union, the single wish 
that the southern statés—to use his homely 
phraseology—'‘‘should come back home and 
behave themselves,’’ and, if he had lived, he 
would have made this wish effectual as he 
made everything effectual to which he se- 
riously addressed himself, 

His was the genius of common sense. Of 
perfect intellectual aplomb, he sprang from 4 
southern pedigree and was born in Kentucky. 
He knew all about the south, its institutions, 
ite traditions and its peculiarities. He was 
an old-line whig of the schoo! of Henry Clay, 
with strong emancipation leaning, never an 
abolitionist. ‘‘If slavery be not wrong,” he 
sald, ‘‘nothing is wrong,’’- but he also said, 
and reiterated it time and again, “I have no 
prejudice against the southern people. They 
are just what we would be in their situation. 
If slavery did not now exist among them, 
they would not introduce it If it did now 
exist among us, we would not instantly give 
-o2."°

Never Vindictive. 


From firet to last throughout the angry de- 
bates preceding the war, amid all the pae- 
sions of the war itself, not one vindictive, 
proscriptive word fell from his tongue, or pen, 
whilst during its progress there was scarce- 
ly a day when he did not project his great 
personality between some southern man or 
woman and danger. Yet the south does not 
know, except as a kind of hearsay, that this 
big-brained, big-souled man was a friend, 4a 
friend at court, when friends were most in 
need, having *the will and the power to rescue 
it from the wolves of brutality and rapine 
whom the history of all wars tells us the lust 
of victory, the very smell of battle, lures, 
from their hiding to prey unon the helpless, 
the dying and the dead. But, perusing the 
after-story of those dread days, Mr. Davis 
knew this and died doing full justice to the 
character of Abraham Lincoln. 

Considerable discussion has been heard lat- 
terly touching what did and did not happen 
upon the occasion of a famous historic ept- 
sode known as the Hampton Roads conference. 
That Mr. Lincoln met and conferred with the 
official representatives of the confederate gov- 
ernment, led by the vice president of the con- 
federate states. when it must have been known 
to him that the confederacy was nearing the 
end of its resources, Is sufficient proof of the 
breadth both of his humanity and his patriot- 
ism. Yet he went to Fortress Monroe pre- 
pared not only to make whatever concessions 
toward the restoration of union and peace he 
had the lawful authority to make, but to offer 
some concessions which could in the nature of 
the case go no further at that time than hie 
personal assurance. His constitutional powers 
were limited. But he was in himself the em- 
bodiment of great moral power, 

The story that he offered payment for the 
slaves—so often affirmed and denfed—tis in 
either case but a quibble with the actual facts. 


He could not have mide such an offer except | 


tentatively, lacking the means to carry if 
out. He was not given the opportunity to 
make it, because the confederate commission- 
ers were under instructions to treat eolely on 
the basis of the recognition of the independ- 
ence of the confederacy. The conference came 
to nought. It ended where it began. But 
there is ample evidence that he went to Hamp- 
ton Roads resolved to commit himself to that 
proposition. He did. according to the offi- 


cial reports, refer to it In specific terms, hav- ; 


ing already formulated a plan of procedure. 
This plan requires no verification. It exists 
and may be 6een in his own handwriting. It 
embraced a joint resolution to be submitted by

Career of Davis. 

The career of Jefferson Davis. no American 
need be ashamed of, and none should revile 
cr condemn. It is one of which we of ths 
south may well be grandly, however, sadiy, 
proud. 

At West Point he mastered the art of war, 
and after a course of honor, if not’of marked 
distinction, there, won his e6o'Ccier’s spurs in 
the Black Hawk war. As a late writer says, 
“he served seven years on the northwestern 
frontier, manifesting capescity to command, 
to perform arduous duties and to win con- 
fidence and affection.’’ 

Resigning frem the army on account of 
broken healt), he returned to Mississippi, and 
from 1837 to 1845 lived the life of a southern 
planter, quite reserved, but honored an¢ be- 
loved by all men, and by none more than 
those who served him. 

In 1833 Davis had accepted the view of 
Calhoun that the states were sovereign, and 
that it was unconstitutfonal to coerce a state. 
On the other hand, he rejected the theory of 
‘‘nullification’’ within the union, while fully 
accepting as a logical necessity the doctrine 
that a sovereign state which had assented to 
a confederacy could withdraw that assent and 
secede from the union. 

Holding these views, "which he never aban- 
doned, changed or varied, he entered public 
life in 1845, and was at once elected to con- 
gress.

Al- 
though he is a comparatively young man, 
his hair is white and long lines of the 
care are discernible in his countenance, 
From October 8 last year, when the 
Dawson City started from Nome for 
Seattle, her voyage has been one of per- 
petual misfortune and disappointment. 
When about five days out the _ boiler 
commenced leaking and the steamer 
headed for Nunlvak island, where tem- 
porary repairs were made. She left there 
November 10, during very bad weather. 
To add to the discomforts several boiler 
tubes blew out, alreost disabling the 
steaming facilities. Several days after 
the vessel! was forced into Port Moller 
through the fact that both the water 
and fuel sunply was beginning tuo run 
lov’. The chart showed that coal was 
available at this port, but the statement 
was omitted, however, that the deposit 
was located 5 miles inland with no road 
available to tidewater. 

Nothing daunted the trew aboard, from 
master to boy, went at the task and 
succeeded in again filling the bunkers, 
each man carrying a gunny sack with 50 
pounds of coal on each journey, covering 
10 miles going and returning. While tak- 
ing water casks ashore the crew lost 
one of their available boats, which was 
dashed on to the rocks and slashed intvo 
kin@ling wood. After two weeks spent 
in this tiresome work at Moller, the ves- 
sel started out again. Then severe winds 
commenced. The Dawson City was 
caught in terrific q@ales, but weathered 
them surprisingly well. Her limited 
power proved a drawback, however, and 
soon the coal taken from Moller was 
exhausted. The vessel was now forced 
to head for Dutch Harbor, using such 
canvas as was found aboard for a make- 
shift sail. 

Two weeks were spent at 
bor, a new canvas was secured 
January 3 the packet resumed the 
trip to the sound.

Among the ‘atest additions is the At- 
lanta Carwheel and Manufacturing Com- 
pany with a sice covering 9 acres and a 
capacity for turning out a large number 
of steam car and street car’ wheels an- 
nually, to say nothing of its other 
branches of iron manufacturing. 

With ten lines of railroads radiatins 
in all directions and with the coal fields 
of Alabama and Tennessee furnishing 
steam coal delivered in the city at $1.75 
per ton, Atlanta has advantages as a 
manufacturing point equalled by few 
citles in the country, barring the’ one 
handicap in the matter of freights. 


Power from the Chattahoochee. 

One of the disadvantages of Atlanta, as 
compared with some of her neighbors, in 
| the matter of manufacturing facilities, is 
about to be removed in a way that in 
evitably will have an important and far- 
reacning effect in the development of the 
city. While Atlanta is some 16 miles 
from fhe Chattahoochee river, with its 
tremendous water power, that power con- 
verted into electric energy wil! soon be 
brought directly into the city over a wire 
which will harness the wheels of Atla"- 
ta’s industries to the tremendous force 
of the river. 

A company is now engaged in building 
(One of the largest and strongest dais 
| ever made in the country across the Chat- 
| tahoochee at a point as near the city as 

possible, and near the dam a great 
electric plant will be erected capable of 
producing thousands of horsepower for 
lighting, heating and driving machinery 
| and cars. The company itself is strictly 
|a& power company and does not in its 
' present plans at least contemplate g.- 
ing into the manufacturing field itse'f 
This enterprise, when it is completed, 
Will be one of the most important fea- 
tures in Atlanta’s future growth. 

Great enterprises are either alreadv 
under way or are visible all ground 
the horizon. The conversion of the bat- 
tle grounds in the immediate vicinity of 
the city into a national park is one of 
the things expected in the near future. 
Options have already been obtained 0. 
1500 acres of land and the matter has 
reached a promising stage of progress in 
congress. 

Still another event of importance to 
the Atlanta of the future is the erection, 
at a cost of $500,000, of what will be ore 
of the finest union passenger stations in 
the country. This work will soon be com- 
pleted. 

And while dealing in Atlanta fiitures 
it may be well to mention here a plan 
which is on foot. with every prospect of 
an early consummation, and that is the 
erection here of a great Presbyterian 
university. This will be done by ths 
combination of the Union Theological 
seminary, now at Columbia, 8. C., and 
the Southwestern seminary, now at 
Clarksville, Tenn. These two institu- 
tions, which will be the nucleus of the 
university, will bring with them endow- 
ments agregating $500,000. The Presbyte- 
rian church will give $250,000 and tha 
city of Atlanta $250,000, making a total 
endowment of $1,000,000, to which Atlanta 
will add a present of 50 acres of land 
for a site. It is expected that the new 
university will start with a corps of be- 
tween 500 and 1,000 students. 

There is still another ‘‘future’’ which 
has a history that smacks of that form 
of dashing enterprise on the part of the 
citizens here which has earned Atlanta 
the name of the “‘Chicago of the South.” 
A few weeks ago there was a large fire 
in the heart of the business portion of 
the city, which not only wiped out one 
of the best business blocks in Atlanta, 
but caused a heavy monetary loss as 
well. The next day, and while the fire- 
men were still at work on the smoking 
ruins, plana were under way for the con- 
struction of a fifteen-story skyscraper 
on the site of the burned building. The 
new structure is to be a home for the 
Fourth national bank and an office build- 


ing. 


The Skyscrapers. 

There are now seven of these modern 
skyseraper office buildings in Atlanta, 
representing an aggregate cost of $2,500,- 
000, To this list may be added a new ho- 
tel building ten stories high, and as fine 
a structure of its kind as is to be found 
anywhere in the country outside of New 
York. 

When Atlanta went into skyscraper 
building, and it was only a few years 
ago, neighboring rivals laughed and pre- 
dicted all sorts of disastrous things for 
the first experiments in that line, yet all 
those that are now up are filled, and the 
greater part of those in process of con- 
| struction have their offices for the most 
part rented in advance. 

There are three business barometers, 
which, when read together, tell to a cer- 
tainty whether a community is going 
ahead or the reverse, and by how much 
either way. These are the bank clear- 
ings, the postoffice receipts and the 
tonnage receipts of the railroads. These 
measures taken together show that in 
Atlanta in 1902 there was an all-around 
increase of 16 per cent in the volume of 
business transacted, as compared with 
the very prosperous year 190], which was 
itself a record-breaker. 

| The clearings, for instance, in 1901, 
| were $111,755.849. as compared with $96,- 
375,251 in the vear 1900. Last year the 
' Atlanta bank clearings turned the cor- 
ner of $130,000,000 an increase of $19,000,000 
over the big year of 1901, when all pre- 
vious records were smashed by some 
$15,000, 000. 

The postoffice receipts show a big leap 
ahead. ‘The receipts for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1902, were 16 per cent 
| greater than those of the previous year, 
| while the receipts for the last two 
| months of 1902 show an increase of 18 
| per cent over the corresponding months 

of last year. 
| The railroads WMkewise came to the 
front with figures that tell the same 
' cheerful story of progress and prosperity. 
|The reports for the railroads for the year 
just ended show an all-around increase 
in freight business for Atlanta of 15 per 
cent as compared with the business of 

1901. A significant fact stated by one 

of the railroad men in connection with 
| traffic in the last year and at the present 

time is that there is more machinery 
moving now than there has been in two 
| years, and that nearly all of it is cotton 

mill machinery. This is interpreted as 
‘meaning that the depression in cotton 
'mills, which began with the outbreak 
of the boxer rows in Chini, which cut 
'off a large part of the Chinese trade, 
‘has now entirely passed away, and a 
new period of great activity in cotton 
cloth production has set in. 

To go back to the postoffice once 
more, the importance of Atlanta as a |

The city has now spread over 12 square 
miles. It has a papulation, including its 
suburbs, of not far from 125,000. Starting 
with no business at all in 1865 it received 
in 1901, four-tenths of all the freight deliv- 
ered in Georgia, and its postoffice receipt. 
were four-tenths of those of the entire 
state. 

Thirty-seven vears ago there was noth- 
ing to sell and nothing to buy it with if 
there had been. Today the wholesale and 
retail grocery trade fRlone of Atlanta 
amounts to over $45,000,000 per vear. Thir- 
ty-seven years ago there was just one way 
of getting about town or out into the 
country that now is covered by the city: 
today there are 142 miles of électric street 
railway track, radiating from the heart 
of the city to the residence portion and 
thence to the suburbs. In some directions 
the lines extend out as far as 8 miles. 
There are 100 miles of tracks within the 
city limits. 

Nobody here doubts that bv the time the 
mext census is taken Atlanta will be well 
around the corner of a population of 200,- 
000. The more sanguine talk of even more 
Staggering figures. But of one thing all 
Atlantans are firmly convinced and that is 
that destiny has written it down in big 
letters that Atlanta is to he at the head 
of all the great sisterhood of southern 
cities—anead in population, in wealth and 
}in energy and resolution. 


GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


Dr. Charles J. Montgomery, of Augus- 
ta, was appointed yesterday, by Governor 
Terrell, a member of the board of trus- 
tees of the state sanitarium to succeed 
Dr. Eugene Foster, who died a few days 
ago at his home in that city.

RESERVOIR. 
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HE ratification by council of the 
appropriation of $10,000 as the first 
payment toward land for a new 
city reservoir makes that improyement 
a certainty. 

The exclusive announcement was made 
in The Constitution during November 
that an additional reservoir would be 
built by the city and action 
yesterday verifies that prediction. 
Considerable depends upon the passage 
of the proposed bonds. The date of the 
election has not yet heen decided upon, 
but every effort will be made to secure 


—

a favorable vote for the bonds. 

The construction of the new reservoir 
means that the 
the water department will be more than 
doubled and that the city will 
better and clearer water. 

In addition to this the city will he 
prepared for a great and rapid growth 
and with the additional reservoir will 
be able to meet the demands that are 
made upon the department. 

The present reservoir covers an area 
of 21 acres, with a capacity of 170,000,000 
gallons. The new reservoir will cover an 
area of 30 acres, with a capacity of 250,- 
000,000 gallons. When the new reservoir 
is completed the use of water from each 
will be alternated. One will be filled 
from the river while the other is fur- 
nishing water direct to the city mains. 
This will give the water in each one 
an opportunity to settle and in that way 
the water that is furnished the con- 
Ssumers wiil be much clearer, 

The present appropriation of $10,000 is 
for the first payment on the land upon 
which the city has options. The other 
payments will doubtless be provided for 
as required. The total cost of the prop- 
erty for the reservoir will be between 
fifty and sixty thousand dollars. In the 
course of time it will be necessary to lay 
a duplicate 30-inch man from the river 
to the new reservoir and to install a new 
pump at the river. The needs of the city

It is not known just when work upon 
the new reservoir will begin. A consider- 
able amount of grading will be necessary, 
and the time required to get the place | 
in shape will be about eighteen months. 
Arrangements will doubtless be made 
with the county and with the public 
works department of the city for the 
use of convicts. If convict labor is used 
to a large extent the cost of the work 
will be reduced to a minimum, 

The need of the addifional reservoir 
has been often impressed ypon council 
and the public by Superintendent Wood- 
ward and President Hillyer. and council's 
final action in the matter places the wa- 
ter department in a position where it 
will be able to withstand all accidents 
short of an earthquake or some other 
unlooked-for disaster. The additional 
water will be badly needed when the new 
mains in contemplation are put down, 
and the department will be fully able to 
meet the demands made upon it. 

The accompanying map shows the lo- 
cation of the new reservoir in relation 
to the present reservoir. The map is re- 
printed from The Constitution of No- 
vember 16, at which time exclusive an- 
nouncement was made that the. city 
would provide for additional water fa- 
cilities. 

The new reservoir is in such close prox- 
imity to the old one that by the use of 
a connection main and the proper valves 
water can be pumped from the river into 
the new receptacle through the present 
main until an additional main is pro- 
vided for. The map shows the compara- 
tive size of the two reservoirs and gives 
some idea of what an important addition 
is to be made to the water department

Repealed Law Preventing 
Collusion, 


From Mayor Howell there came during 
the session of council yesterday afternoon 
a communication suggesting the reenact- 
ment of a repealed ordinance, which pre- 
vented “‘collusion” among bidders for city 
wor". 

The communication was as follows: 

“To the General Council of the City of 
Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: I desire to cal! 
your attention to an ordinance entitled 
‘An ordinance to prevent collusion among 
bidders for city work,’ approved July 5, 
1886, which I find upon investigation has 
been repealed. 

“The following is the ordinance in full 
as found on page 350 of the code’of the 
city of Atlanta, 1886, to-wit: 

““*The mayor and general council of the 
city of Atlanta do ordain, That no bw 
of any contractor for permanent street, 
sewer or sidewalk work shall be enter- 
tained, unless there shall accompany the 
bid of the contractor an affidavit, wherein 
the contractor shall state under oath that 
he has not, by himself or others, directly 
or indirectly, entered into any combina- 
tion, arrangement or scheme whatsoever 
with any other bidder to increase the 
| price of said work, or to offer a different 
| sum from his bid, and that he has enter- 
| ed into no arrangement, express or im- 

plied, to induce others not to bid, or to 
do any by-bidding, and that his bid is 
bona fide, and that he has not gone to 
any furnisher of supplies and attempted 
to get such person or company to only 
furnish the material to him, or if fur- 
nished ancther bidder that the material 
shall be ata highe? price; and if, during 
the progress of the work or any time be- 
fore it is paid for, it is ascertained that 
such contractor has violated the letter or 
the spirit of this ordinance, he shall for- 
feit all right to compensation for any 
work done, and a reward of one hundred 
, dollars is offered any informer who shall 
| furnish the evidence of any collusion or 
other combination between bidders or 
' contractors for city work.’ 

' “I do not know why there should have 
been any occasion for repealing the fore- 
going, as | believe it to be very advan- 
tageous to the city. 
| “I therefore request your honorable
